NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Mr Arnold White has thought it desirable to take the Russo-Jewish 
Committee publicly to task for the vigorous tone of Darkest Russia. 
Its suspension Mr. White announced somewhat unfortunately in 
the Zimesa few days ago, at the very moment when the new number 
was inthe press. That the publication should be still very much alive 
will doubtless be a disappointment to Mr. White, especially after his an- 
nouncement of its death ; but those who sympathise with the Russian Jewa, 
and who look to the formation of a powerful European opinion as one of the 
factors of their potential deliverance, will hail the fact with different feelings. 
Mr. N.S. Joseph has answered Mr. White’s complaints about the policy of 
Darkest Russia in a temperate and convincing letter to the 7imes, and he 
has found a redoubtable ally in Mr. Harold Frederic of the New York Times 
who has recently studied the Russo-Jewishquestion in. Russia, and there- 
fore knows what he is talking about. In following this correspondence, it 
must be borne in mind that Mr, White is the aggressor. He has chosen to 
fall foul publicly of the methods of the Russo-Jewish Committee, and Mr. 
N. 8. Joseph, its Honorary Secretary, has been simply standing on his de- 
fence. Certainly Mr. White’s charges could not be passed over in silence. 


Imprimis, it must be pointed out that if Mr.White honestly thinks that 
a vigorous treatment of the Russjan question by English Jews is prejudicial 
to the interests of their persecuted brethren, his proper course would have 
been to intimate the fact privately to the Russo-Jewish Committee. Why 
all this pother in the Zimes? A well-wisher of the Jews, as Mr. White 
declares himself to be, would avoid any procedure likely to involve them in 
odium and calculated to whitewash the Russian Government in the eyes of 
the public. Then, again, it is easy enough to declaim against strong 
language ; but the sufferings of our Russian brethren are too terrible to be 
referred to with baited breath and whispered humbleness. It is quite true 
that Jewish deliverances on the subject should take a manly and determined 
tone. In this age the ‘ ghetto-bend ” is an anachronism; let us away with 
it. The crisis is too terrible for honeyed language. All we Jews ask for is 
common humanity for our people—no unreasonable demand ; 
and so long as it is refused we are right to storm. 
If we did less we should either join in the Russian conspiracy of 
inhumanity, or create a suspicion that the Russian Jews are not in such - 
miserable case after all. Either they are wanted in Russia, or they are not. 
If they are wanted, they must be guaranteed safety for their property and 
their lives ; if they are not wanted, they must be allowed to depart in peace, 
without undue haste. Russia must not keep them to bait them like rats in a 
pit ; and if she sends them forth, she must not let their path from home 
and fatherland be a road of misery. If we cry out against Russian cruelty, 
the remedy is—not to stop the mouths of the complainants, but to stay that 
cruelty,

extreme sensitiveness of the Russian officials and of their friends to the 
“ public opinion ” of the Christian world is evidence that the Duke has 
rightly estimated the ultimate value of that “ public opinion.” After all it is 
the consequences of public action to which it is the function of a statesman 
to point. Gradually the unrestrained expression of the feelings of the best 
Christian men upon the conduct of the vast Christian Empire of Russia 
must affect deeply the sensibilities of Russian ministers and crowned heads. 
It is easy enough for the apologists of Russia to say ‘“ hold your tongue,” 
and we know from experience that promises will be made on condition of 
holding it. This was the sum and substance of the official démenti which 
followed immediately upon the publication of facts in the 7Z'mes over a year 
ago. What was wanted was silence, and any form of contradiction as to 
facts was put forward in order to secure it. We have again and again pointed 
out that the supreme tribunal must ultimately be the public opinion of the 
Christian world. This view is held by the most competent public men. and 
the letters of such diverse men as the Duke of Argyll, the Duke of West- 
minster, and Mr. G'adstone contribute to such testimony in the most forcible 
degree, | 
The discussion about the frequency of certain diseases among Jews, 
which was introduced into the French Academy of Medicine by Dr. 
Lagneau, was continued at its last sitting and may now be considered 
closed, at least for the present. Much evidence has been brought on both 
sides, and perhaps we may say that on the whole M. Lagneau has not made 
good his point, but we mast allow that he has not spoken rashly and cer- 
tainly in the strictest sense scientifically, without any feeling of prejudice. 
Dr. Worms, who brought some telling statistics against Dr. Lagneau, pro- 
duced documents from Drs. Leven and Weill to show that among 26,991 
inmates of the Rothschild Hospital (Paris) there were only 77 cases of 
epilepsy. Prof. Oser, of Vienna, writes that in his hospital experience, 
epilepsy has not proved more frequent among Jews than other races. At 
the “ Salpétriére” only 39 cases of epilepsy have been reported during 15 
years, and a number of private practitioners are agreed that epilepsy is rare 
among Jews. In Paris, where the Jewish population numbers 45,500 
souls, nothing has been noticed to lead to the conclusion that epilepsy is 
frequent among them. M. Lagneau, in reply, repeated most emphatically 
what he had said at the outset of the discussion about the good points in 
the Jewish mode of life, and the great advantages to health which were its 
consequence. But in spite of all opposition be maintained that he had 
good grounds for stating that there is among the Jewish race a greater 
tendency to nervous disorders than among other races. He held statistics 
from| eminent doctors in Denmark, Prussia, Hanover, Silesia, Bavaria, 
Wurtemberg and America proving his position. But he attrivuted 


the tendency rather to the pursuits followed by Jews, and 
to the fact that they are - mostly dwellers in cities, than to 
any racial peculiarity. He drew the attention of the Academy 


to a communication he had received from a medical friend at Con- 
stantinople, who is a corresponding member of the Academy. This gentle- 
man believes that be has noticed leprosy only among Jews from Spain, Cyprus, 
Canadis and the Cyclades, but that the disease is rare among the Mussulman 
Armenians, and the Karaite Jews of the Crimea. M. Lagneau pointed ont 
that the Spanish Jews are the descendants of the Jews of Palestine, who 
were dispersed before and immediately after the destruction of Jerusalem by 
Titus, and dispersed a second time by the Spanish Inquisition. The Karaite 
Jews, on the other hand, are of Tartar origin, living on the borders of the 
Caspian Sea and along the banks of the Volga, and were converted to 
Judaism about the middle of the 8th century. The true Semites appear to 
have some taint of the leprosy left in their blood. As we said at the com- 
mencement, the question of Jewish pathology remains an open one; under 
all circumstances it is more important for us, individually and as a race, to 


avoid predisposing causes that tend to nervous disorders, Erather than to be.

George Eliot attempted to utilise the ideal aspects of Judaism for the

Mr. Caine writes with knowledge and sympathy ; he has obtained a rare 
grasp of Jewish custom, and has succeeded in giving a trathful and very 
realistic sketch of the ways and manners of Moroccan Jews. These Jews 
retain much of their Eastern characteristics, yet withal they are not purely 
Oriental, They have superadded some of the habits and ideas of the West to 
the conservatism of the East. Hence they form an: admirable though 
difficult material for a true artist to work upon. Mr. Caine has triumphed 


over these difficulties and his new novel will delight and move his readers,

THE RUSSIAN JEWS AND EGYPT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir.—Reverting to my former communications in the Jewish Chronicle under 
the above head, current events, it appears, contirm in a rermarkable degree the 
opinions I ventured to express as to the eligibility of Egypt for the settlement of 
the Jewish victims of Russian brutality and barbarism. 

By this week's mail [ am in receipt from Alexandria of further interesting 
‘nformation on the question at issue. It would appear that a gentleman, who 
has been sent out by a benevolent London society on a mission to enquire into 
and report on the real condition of the Jews in Palestine, had arrived at Alex- 
andria (en route to Jaffa) and while there had several interviews, through the 
medium of Mr. Rudolf (who was referred to in my last) with the Chief Rabbi 
and the leading members of the local Jewish community, who, it seems, had con- 
stituted themselves into a society for the relief and protection of the Russian 
refugees. A ladies’ society has also. been formed for a similar purpose, and, 
apparently, everything was being done that was humanly possible to deal help- 
fully with the comparatively small number of these people who had yet arrived. 
Three separate “ Homes ” or “ Refuges” have been established in Alexandria, 
where the absolutely destitute are fed, and the able-bodied provided, when _possi- 
ble, with employment. These ‘ Homes” are described as models of cleanliness, 
and are probably far more comfortable than the Jews were accustomed to in 
Russia. Unfortunately few, if any, of the arrivals are agriculturists. The 
majority 18 composed mostly of petty tradesmen—a class that is already too 
numerous in Egypt. Some artizans, it is said, have received employment at the 
Aboukir reclamation works, and more would be taken on were such available. 

It would appear that the Chief Rabbi is strongly in favour of diverting to 
Egypt the volume of emigrants from Russia, which is now encountering every 
sort of difficulty in procuring a satisfactory settlement in Palestine. It is no 
secret that little belief exists among his coreligionists in Egypt in Bayon Hirsch’s 
benevolent purpose of planting the expatriated Russian Jews among an alien and 
anti-sympathetic 
are essentially an Eastern people, whose aspirations and most sacred feelings and 
cherished memories are historically associated with Palestine or Egypt. But in 
the former country, unfortunately—for the present—Turkish jealousy interposes 
endless obstacles to the settlement of Jews. In Egypt, on the other hand, they 
are warmly welcomed. Abundance of land is available for settlement, 
with perfectly valid titles; and the Jew, if registered at his consulate, 
enjoys more immunities, and is better protected in life and _ property 
than the native-born Egyptian. At Aboukir alone about 30,000 
acres Of rich alluvial 
for market gardening, can be had on rent, or by purchase, which would 
afford comfortable homes to about 3,000 families, who would have a daily market 
for their produce at their very doors, in the city of Alexandria with its increasing 
population of about 250,000 souls including many Jews. But indeed throughout the 
Delta, land is everywhere procurable on comparatively easy terms with less advan- 
tages, of course, of proximity to markets and of communication, ‘as near Alexandria. 
Andit must constantly be borne in mind that, thanks to the improvementsinirrigation 
since British ocenpation, agriculture in Egypt has becomepractically independent of 
the elements. Water is now available when, and to the precise degree required. 
The farmer is sure of a dry seed bed ; and the several successive crops ripen 
under the rays of an ardent sun, and are safely garnered on the village floor, 
where—such is the dryness of the climate——they lie for months sub astra, 
oruntil they are required to be sold. Egypt, in short, is exempt from the vicissi- 
tudes of that “ weather” which keeps farmers elsewhere in a constant state of 
anxiety and unrest about their single annual crops from early spring till late 
autumn ; and what that means the fleeing Jews have an object lesson in the 
present Russian famine. 

As said before, I firmly believe the Jews,by their natural intelligence, their 
economical habits and untiring industry, are specially qualified to become suc- 
cessful landowners—as is already largely the case in the Delta—among a race so 
notoriously improvident as the Fellahin, who are, unfortunately, slowly but surely 
pareating everywhere to the condition of mere wage-earning agricultural 

urers. | 

A tithe of the money now being thoughtlessly squandered in attempting 
American settlements would produce marvellous results in E pt, and, if Iam not 
misinformed, the Rabbi of Alexandria, who is as eminent for his piety as he is 
intimately acquainted with the conditions of existence on the banks of the Nile, 
has already placed himself in communication, in the fotegoing sense, with his 
wealthy coreligionists in London —or at all events intended to do go when the 
last mail left. ;

STUDY OF HEBREW. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


S1k,—Yonr correspondent, Mr. Trachtenberg, in his letter on the above subject 
seems to free parents from all blame for their children’s want of knowledge of Hebrew 
and he also remarks that English persons are most willing to pay for Hebrew tui- 
tion. Unfortunately this is not the case. I have not had the good fortune to 
meet with those who are willing to pay a guinea, or even quarter that sum fora 
Hebrew lesson, neither should I ask that fee. Ihave most carefully and success- 
fully studied the art of teaching, and though quite willing to admitthat the 
chief responsibility of the pupil’s progress depends on the teacher, yet if parents 
will not aid teachers by seeing that their directions are carried out and lessons pre- 
pared, they must not hold instructors blameable if the desired progress is not made. 
I frequently hear the excuse, ‘‘[ have not had time to learn my Hebrew 
lesson, having so much work to do for school;” so Hebrew is in many cases a 


secondary consideration. 
Have you prepared all your lessons, is a general question ; but have you learnt | 


your Hebrew lesson, isa rare one. It is unfortunately too true that there is no 
lack of incompetent teachers. I have constant proof of it when taking pupils 
who have had masters for three and four years. But at the same time there are plenty 
of good and competent teachers to be had if desired. In many cases parents, I am 
sure, are unable to judge of the ability of a teacher or progress of the pupil. Itisa 
common errar to suppose that a learned person must necessarily be a good teacher. 
I know many great scholars in Hebrew, music, and other branches of study who 
have not the least idea how to impart knowledge. I would suggest 
that annual examinations be held simultaneously with those of the College of 
Preceptors, Oxford and Cambridge, and then the parents, who are willing to pay 
for Hebrew and religion, could by payment of a small fee have the opportunity o 
ascertaining if their children are making aot progress. Iam aware that Hebrew 
and Scripture papers are set at some of above-named examinations, but the 
requirements ta pass do not embrace general religious knowledge and a thorough 
acquaintance of the Scriptures. The limited one or two hours’ visit of a Hebrew 
teacher is mostly required for Hebrew only. If the lesson were prolonged perhaps 
the inefficient teacher would teach Scripture and religion, but at any rate those 
subjects would be taught by good teachers, of whom there is no scarcity. Mr. 
Trachtenberg does not speak of Bible History, which, in my mind, is an important 
feature of education. I was grieved to learn that very many Jewish candidates who 
went up for public examinations this and last year declined to take Scripture 
because it was not one of the compulsory subjects. 

I have had considerable experience in teaching, and have always found 
Hebrew one of the easiest languages to teach. It is true the capabilities of ohil- 
dren are not alike, but each oue should be taught according to his intelligence.

Ir is a matter for profound satisfaction that the Pall Mal/ 
Gazette objects to Darkest Russia. The relation of the Pad 
Mall Gazette to Russia is well understood; and, when it disap- 
proves, it may with certainty be inférred that St. Petersburg 
disapproves. Not the intelligence of St. Petersburg, not the 


patriots, thinkers, and writers of the great Empire of the North» 


—for their sympathies are all with our efforts—but the bureau- 
erats, who pander to the Czar’s imperious will, these are the 
Russians who, stung by the words of naked truth found in 
these pages, would lead us to a false scent by suggesting that 
our policy defeats its aim. : 
The argument of the Pall Mall Gazette in an article entitled 
“The False Friends of the Russian Jews” is this:—The Jews 
are persecuted by the Czar’s Government. That Government has 
graciously signified its willingness to allow Baron pe Hirscu 
to receive the Jews when driven out. Therefore how inop- 
portune to vilify the persecutors when they are bent on doing 
the Jews this great kindness. | 
Now let us examine this transcendent act of Russian 
philanthropy which we are accused of imperilling. For years 
past the Jews of Russia have been subjected to all possible 
forms of religious persecution. During the past eighteen 
months these have culminated to such a point that the Israelites 
of the vast Empire have found life almost impossible. Expul- 
sions, deprivation of means of living, pillage by officials, 
practical outlawry, compression within crowded towns already 
too small for their normal population—all these evils have been 
piled, one after another, upon the ill-fated race. Thousands 
have perished, and are perishing, victims of this bloodless 
massacre, perishing by slow starvation and disease. A great 
philanthropist of the race appears, and offers to found a colony 
in Argentina to gradually receive several thousands of these perse- 
cuted beings, and the Russian Government, having first reduced 
them to the condition of living skeletons and deprived them of 
all that they possessed, magnanimously tells the philanthropist, 
“You are welcome to these our subjects. They may depart.” 
For this great mercy of the righteous Precentor of the Holy 
Synod, M. Posteponosrzerr, the “ perfectly sincere and honest ” 
fons et. origo of the persecution, for this superhuman act of 
Russian humanity, we are to hold our bated breath, bend the 


knee in gratitude, and keep discrect silence, while expulsions 
are proceeding with unabated vigour, and while the pale of 
Jewish settlement is daily becoming more and more congested 
with the starving multitudes. | 

And what is “the scheme for a new exodus ” to which the 
Pall Mall Gazette, in its intense innocence, refers? Does any 
sober Englishmansuppose that it is Baron pe Htrscu’s programme 
to lead out of Russia five millions of Jews, a number greater than 
the whole population of Ireland? If such were his programme, 
not all his riches, nor that of all the philanthropists of the 
world, would suffice, even if so gigantic a scheme were otherwise 
practicable. It has been estimated by those having expert 


knowledge that, if Baron pe Hirscn and his friends were 


to devote the sum of five millions sterling to the work of coloni- 
sation, they could not, even with that enormous sum, benefit 
a larger number than 25,000 souls, and this would not be more 
than 5 per cent. of the whole number of Jews now in Russia. — 
Why, then, should the Pali Mall Gazette throw dust in the 
eyes of the public, exhibiting Bagon pr Hrrscu as a modern 


Moses, ready to solve the Russo-Jewish difficulty by an exodus — 


that would deliver all the persecuted from thePharaoh of the nine- 


teenth century ? Does it not know that Baron pk Hirscu has © 


publicly declared that his colony in Argentina is not yet ready 
even for the few thousands it is to receive? Does it not know 
that, before the philanthropist can lead forth his flock. of 
wanderers, pioneers have to be sent out, homesteads have to be 
established, farms have to be stocked, lands have to be cleared 
and tilled and sown, and that, when this is accomplished, the land 
can only be peopled by slow degrees? And does it not know that 


if, after many years of arduous exertion, all hopes be realised, and 


even so large a proportion as 5 per cent. of the Israelites of Russia 
find free and happy homes in the promised land, there would 
yet remain in Russia between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 Jews ? 
Are these to remain the victims of cruelty, rapacity, and 
persecution? Are these to be allowed to languish and die 
without one word of indignant protest from those nations of 
the world that call themselves civilised? Are these martyrs 


for their ancient religion to be slowly asphyxiated in the - 


congested towns of the Pale, and no voice of horror and 
detestation of the executioners be raised, lest those who work 
these murderous deeds be offended ? | 

No. The Russia which at the moment governs the vast 
Empire must learn the opinion’ which enlightened humanity 
entertains of her acts. She must be told that no Christian 
nation can grasp her hand while she persecutes her subjects 
and expels her aliens in the sacred name of religion; that 
civilised men regard war against a defenceless multitude as a 
crime, and that the amenities of international intercourse will 
not be for her until she mends her ways. . F | 

The true friends of Russia should tell her this. Her false 
friends, who tender their fulsome flatteries, raise but a cloud 
of incense to perfume the tainted atmosphere, but hide the 
light of truth. 
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2 | DARKEST RUSSIA. 


Mr. Arnotp Wuirte, for whose services as emissary of Baron 


de Hirsch we must all be truly grateful, and whose sympathies 


for the oppressed Russian Jews have been so completely 


manifested in his published report, has written to the Zimes ex- 
pressing opinions as to the policy and effect of this paper very 
similar to those propounded by the Pa/d Mall Gazette. 

Mr. White's views may well be accounted for when we 
remember that, for the moment, his chief anxiety must be for 
the success of his mission. ‘That mission, however, differs greatly 
from, and aims much lower than, ours. He aims at counteract- 
ing by emigration or colonisation some of the effects of the 
persecution. We aim at stopping the persecution itself. His 
mission, if successful, will benefit at most some thousands of the 
oppressed. Our mission, if successful, will relieve all the millions 
of Rassian Jews from oppression. He aims at curing some of 
the victims of the fell disease. We aim at stamping out the disease 
altogether. | 
That his methods and ours should not be identical cannot be 
a matter of surprise. He has to temporise and conciliate, perhaps 
even to flatter the perseeutors. We have the more unpleasant task 
of making the persecutors ashamed of themselves and of their 
hateful work. 

Though we differ in our methods, we can yet appreciate 
Mr. White’s services and those of the great philanthropist he 
represents. When he is more free to speak, he will doubtless 
also appreciate ours. 


Accorpina to the Novoe Vremya, the May laws, which have 
hitherto affected the Jews only, will soon be applied to all 
foreigners of whatever creed. ‘The Ministers have laid before 
the Council of the Empire a draft law forbidding foreigners 
settling in any extra-urban places, or purchasing or renting 
land in the country. This is a new version of ‘‘ Russia for 


the Russians,” and should certainly provoke reprisals from . 


foreign countries, especially from Austria and Germany, where 
plenty of Russians have settled, not always with advantage to 
the land of their adoption. ‘The spirit of the policy of exclusion 
evinced by the new projet-de-loz is, however, not waolly 
national. It is a part of the spirit of religious intolerance 
initiated by M. Pobiedonostzeff and indicated by many recent 
edicts. It has, for instance, been ordered that no bank which 
had as mortgagee obtained possession of encumbered land by 
foreclosure might sell such land to any alien, or to any Russian 
who was not a member of the Orthodox Greek Church. ‘‘ Holy 
Russia”’ can evidently not remain holy: while any particle of 


her sacred soil is held by a heretic. 


Proressor Gotowin Smita tells the world, in his latest Anti- 
Semitic utterance, that “ persecution is not the tendency of the 
Russian or of the Church to which he belongs. The Eastern 
Church, while it has been superstitious and torpid, has always 
been tolerant, and, compared with other orthodox Churches, 
free from the stain of persecution.” This statement is made 
by a Professor of History from whom one may expect at least 
a fair approximation to accuracy. Has the Professor never heard 
of the persecution of Polish Catholics under the Emperor 


Tis is Karamsin’s account of a little episode that took place in 
the year 1839. ‘It was a matter of .great importance to the 
Czar to destroy the schismatic Uniate branch, and it was done. 
The process was very simple. The villages were surrounded, 
and the priests, after receiving the knout, were carried off. The 
Russian priest, whip in hand, passed in review the trembline 
flock, threatening them, lashing them. ‘The obstinate were 
shut up in heated rooms filled with the smoke of green wood. 
Grace soon-operated upon them by means of suffocation. All 
being so well agreed in the new faith, they were consigned to 
the Church, and then the Sacrament was thrust down their 
throats, while the whip was held over their heads. The most 
horrible of these dragonnades took place out of Poland, in the 
military colonies established on the wastes of Russia.” The 
Emperor’s official journal recorded the result of this gentle pres- 
sure of the Orthodox Church thus: “ Happy union! which has 
cost no tears! Mildness and persuasion were alone employed !” 
A medal was struck to celebrate the reunion of the Dissenting 
with the Orthodox Church, thus inscribed: “ Separated by 


violence in 1596. Reunited by love in 1839.” *

_ martyrdom of the Basilian (Romish) nuns’ of Minsk by Bishop 


Siemaszko, also under the Emperor Nicholas? The tale is to, 
terrible and too long for a short article, and we may revert to 
the subject hereafter. But the question certainly suggests 
itself —Why did Professor Goldwin Smith flit from England to 
Canada? Why did he not go to St. Petersburg, and become 
Manufacturer of History to Alexander III.? There, indeed, he 
would have been appreciated. 


A REPLY TO THE ACCUSATIONS AGAINST THE 
RUSSIAN JEWS. 


Tue Russian official press has for many months tried to justify the 
governmental persecution of the Jews by a series of vituperative 
atticles directed against that ill-fated people, accusing them of 
almost every known sin against their country and their fellow-men, 
and tending to show to the world that whatever bad treatment they 
were receiving was well-deserved. 

‘There was a further object, namely, to excite Russian feeling 
against the Jews, and to provoke a renewal of the riots which in 
the year 1881-2 culminated in murders and outrages at Kiev, Balta, 
Odessa, Warsaw, and many other towns. 

The efforts of the official press failed in their object. There is, 
in fact, in Russia very little popular prejudice against the Jews, 
except that artificially produced by the Government and its police. 
The Russian peasant or workman is naturally a good-natured, 
kind-hearted soul, and the persecutions have, therefore, rather 


excited his sympathy for the sufferers. Asa rule too illiterate to 


read, newspaper articles would hardly reach his low intelligence. The 
artisans and small traders, who may: indulge in a paper, would 


know how little truth is to be found in the official attacks against 


the Jews, and would recognise them merely as the claque of the 
press applauding the chief actors in the drama of persecution. In 
any case the press crusade, after lasting several months, came 
suddenly to an end by official order. | 

But the accusations thus launched against the Jews remained 
unanswered, and appeared fn translated form in several continental 
papers. A St. Petersburg newspaper, the -Vovosti, commenced to 
reply to the accusations, but was forthwith silenced by the all- 
powerful censor. We, therefore, think it well to summarise in the 
shortest form the long string of accusations, and to reply servatim to 
each under its proper head. We should state that the newspapers — 
were always careful to lay their indictment in the most general form, 
and never to condescend to details, facts, names, or instances. 

The indictment may be summarised thus:—The Jews are 
usurers. They exploit the peasantry. They deal in intoxicating 
liquors and encourage drunkenness. They will not follow agricul- 
ture. They are Nihilists, and have secret societies. They endeavour 
to evade the laws. They seek to evade military service. They 
compete too fiercely in trade. They are Talmudists, and their 
religion teaches them hatred to Christians. | 

We proceed now to reply to each accusation :— 


THE JEWS ARE USURERS. 


Outside the Pale of Jewish settlement, where there are no Jews, 
the usurers are all Christians, sometimes noblemen, frequently even 
clergymen. The ordinary rate of interest charged by these 1s 
higher than that charged by the Jews, who compete against one 
another in their struggle for existence. * 

Usury always exists in a semi-barbarous country like Russia, 
where there is no proper organisation for credit, and where the 
people are improvident. | toe 

Usury is only a question of degree. In Russia, the ordinary 
rate of interest on mortgage security is 10 per cent to 12 per cent. 
Where there is great risk of loss, or ‘where there is no security (and 
the Jew may not lend on landed estate), the rate must be high 1 
proportion to the risk. Usury laws existed till 1879, and these 
limited the rate to 6 per cent.; but they were found quite impractic- 
able and were repealed. The Jews were originally able to be 


-money-lenders, because they were themselves the only people who had 


money credit, and it was known that what they borrowed they 
would certainly pay. In Russia comparatively few Jews now have 


* The great Russian novelist, Turgénieff, who only too faithfully depicts life 
in his country, represents in his ** Virgin Soil” the Russian nobleman lending 
money to th» peasants at 100 to 300 per cent, per annum. 
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either the money or the credit. If they have either, they may become 
money-lenders in consequence of being practically shut out from so 
many pursuits of an honourable kind. In any case, there can be 
comparatively few. Mr. Arnold White in his recent report states 
that he had tried everywhere to find a Jewish usurer, as he had 
heard so much of this class, but that he failed in his quest. 


THE JEWS EXPLOIT THE PEASANTS. 


This imputation is mainly to be answered as above. The 
peasants are intemperate, improvident, and lazy. The Government 
tried to establish Co-operative Banks for the peasantry, the landlords 
providing the capital; but this was.soon exhausted, as the peasants 
borrowed and never repaid; so the banks came to an end, and the 
peasants again had recourse to usurers. The peasantry in Russia 
proper, where Jews are not allowed to reside, call the money-lender 


_there always a Christian—miroed (the devourer of the commune), 


or kulak (the clenched fist), because he forecloses on their land, 
their cattle, their implements, and their standing crop. 


THE JEWS DEAL IN INTOXICATING LIQUORS AND ENCOURAGE 
DRUNKENNESS. 


A good deal of the drink traffic, has, till lately, certainly been 
in the hands of the Russian Jews; but this is, of course, only 
possible within the Pale. 
Russia as in many other places. But the statistics given in Prince 
Demidoff’s book * show that the drink traftic is far greater in Russia 
proper, Where no Jewish spirit dealers are allowed, than in the 
Jewish Pale, there having been in a given time in Russia proper an 
increase in the consumption of spirits of 17 per cent., while within 
the Pale the consumption remained practically stationary, the 
increase being 0:2 per cent. The Russiau publican drinks with 
his customer ; the Jewish publican is too sober to do so. Hence the 
difference. (See further statistics as to drink traffic in Demidoft’s 
work, pages 65, 66.) 


THE JEWS WILL NOT FOLLOW AGRICULTURE, 


The Jews of Ancient Palestine were all agriculturists, but 
it must be admitted that in Russia it is not their strong point, 
although there are very large numbers ‘of actual and successful 
tillers of the soil in the agricultural settlements founded by the 
Emperor Nicholas and elsewhere.+ The enforced inactivity of the 
long Russian winter does not suit the Jews’ energetic nature. In 


the colony of Russian Agriculturists, founded in Vineland, New | 


Jersey, U.S.A., by the Russo-Jewish Committee, the managers 
surmounted this difficulty by establishing a large tobacco factory for 
winter work only, and subsequently a clothing factory, and the 
same men who worked in the fields eight months, worked in 
the factory the remaining four months of winter. The colony is a 
great success, the colonists paying for the freehold of the land by 
3 per cent. instalments in lieu of rent. All the colonists are Russo- 
Jewish agriculturists, refugees of 1882-3. It should, however, be 
stated that the Vineland Colony consists entirely of market 


gardening, which needs far more skill and intellect than ordinary 
farming, 


THE JEWS ARE NIHILISTS AND HAVE SECRET SOCIETIES, 


As stated in our last issue, this is absolutely untrue. Among the 
Nihilists implicated in the lamentable assassination of the late 
Emperor, and subsequent conspiracies against the life of the present 
Czar, there was one person of Jewish birth. The Jews have a hatred 


of secret societies. Hence there are very few Jewish Freemasons. | 


Russian writers have accused the Jews of having a secret society cailed 
the Kagal, which is said to be an arch-enemy of Russia. Such a society 
has no existence whatever. The only general Association of Jews is a 
highly respected organisation in Paris, called the Alliance Israelite 
Universelle, which has several branches, but confines its functions chiefly 
to education in the East. It interests itself in the Russo-Jewish 
question, but chiefly by giving financial aid to the oppressed. The Kagal 
1S a creature of the Russian imagination, It is probably a corruption 
of Kahal, the Hebrew for “ congregation.” Each synagogue in Russia 
18a religious club, not only for prayer, but for study of the Holy 
Law and the Talmud, and it is also used for purposes of collecting 
the special Jewish imposts ; but it has no political function what- 
ever, Every Rabbi in Russia preaches absolute obedience to the

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Russian law, however hard it may be, and absolute loyalty to the 
Emperor. It is frequently remarked, “What a wonder the perse- 
cuted Russian Jews are not all dynamiters!” But those who know 
the Jews well, understand that such a feeling would be quite foreign 
to their character. The majority accept their fate as the will of 
God, and consider their sufferings as a sort of sacrifice to God, their 
lives being one long martyrdom. It is neither cowardice nor want 
of spirit which keeps them loyal to the Czar in the face of such cruel 
laws, but a resignation to the Divine Will, which is part of the 
Oriental nature and a strong feature of the Jewish character. 


THE JEWS ENDEAVOUR TO EVADE THE LAWS. 


Evasion of such laws as those specially framed for oppression 
can hardly be considered a fault, certainly not a crime. The evasion 
is usually suggested by the officials, who countenance it in considera- 
tion of a bribe.. The same Jews when they come to England or the 


United States are found to obey the laws and not to evade them. 


THE JEWS SEEK TO EVADE MILITARY SERVICE, 


This is only partially untrue. It is but natural that men should 
dislike military service, in which there is no chance of promotion, 
and there are doubtless occasionally attempts at evasion, rarely if 


ever successful. A large number of young Jews emigrate at about 
the age when they would be due for military service, and when they _ 


are called they are missing. These are successful and natural cases 
of evasion, and cannot be blamed. A very large proportion are 
declared unfit for service by reason of defective physique, induced, no 
doubt, by the wretched condition of semi-starvation under which 
they have grown to manhood. But notwithstanding the two cir- 
cumstances just named—emigration and rejection on medical ex- 
amination—Russian official statistics show that ‘‘ the actual propor- 
tion of Jewish soldiers in the Russian army is largely in excess of 
the fair percentage, indeed nearly half as much again as the equitable 
proportion.” The proper proportion should be 3°95 per cent. In 
1889 their actual proportion was 5:72 percent. (See pamphlet, 
‘Persecution of the Jews in Russia,” pages 44, 45.) 


THE JEWS COMPETE TOO FIERCELY IN TRADE. 


This accusation is unfortunately true; but the fact follows from 
the fierceness of the struggle for life. It is not only a competition 
of Jew against Christian, but also Jew against Jew. It is the 
inevitable result of crowding in small centres double as many 
workers as the places can accommodate. A day’s work, therefore, 
does not receive a day’s wage or even the bare margin of subsistence, 
but just enough to purchase a single meal to satisfy the immediate 
cravings of hunger. In the higher grades of trade the like principle 
is carried forward, and the margin of profit is probably too low. 
(See Demidoff’s work, page 84.) 


THE JEWS ARE TALMUDISTS, AND THEIR RELIGION TEACHES THEM 
HATRED TO CHRISTIANS. 


It is true that nearly all the Jews of Russia are, as everywhere 
in Europe, Talmudist Jews, but it is absolutely untrue that either 
their Holy Law or their Talmud inculcates a hatred of Christians. 
There is in South Russia (chiefly in the Crimea) a sect of Jews 
called Auraites, who obey the Law only, pure and simple, and dis- 


regard the Talmud, which is the traditional interpretation of the | 


Law. The sect numbers a few thousand (some say only a few 
hundred) souls. Very little is known of them, as they hold aloof 
from the other Jews. They are excepted from the Russian laws 
against the Jews, and practically have no disabilities. Hence Mme. 
Novikoff once wrote that it was quite untrue that Russia oppressed 
the Jews, for they had equal rights with the Russians ; that it was 


only the Talmudic Jews who were subjected to disabilities ; just as if: 


the Karaites were the rule, and the Talmudic (or ordinary) Jews were 
the exception. The Talmud does not require any defence. It is as 
highly moral, as catholic in its principles, and as philanthropic in its 
tendencies as the Old and the New Covenants. The fact that both 
Cambridge and Oxford now have University classes specially for 
Talmudical studies is proof enough of its high estimate by the 
Christian world of England. | 

The real offence of Judaism in Russia, against Christianity in 
Russia, consists of the fact that the former has produced a race 
which, after a century and a half of persecution, has, in spite of all 
disadvantages and disabilities, in spite of disease and starvation, 
increased and multiplied under the merciful dispensation of 
Providence.

THE CZARINA AND THE JEWISH SOLDIERS. 


In our last impression we reported that, at a recent inspection of 
soldiers by the Emperor and Empress, the officers gave orders that 
no Jewish soldiers were to be included, and that this was ‘at the 
particular request of the Empress.” 

We hear now, on good authority, that Her Imperial Majesty 
never made any such request. » 

We think it right to add that our information was derived from 
two independent sources, and that names, dates, and other circum- 
stantial details were given. We feel certain that the main incident 
of the episode actually occurred, namely, that the Jews were excluded 


from the inspection, but that the officer unwarrantably made use of 


¢ 


the Czarina’s name in giving the order.* 
We are rejoiced to hear that the Empress had nothing todo with 


so intolerant an act; and, rendering her our respectful homage, we. 


greatly regret we should have been the means of propagating such 
an imputation. The fault is, of course, not ours, but that of the 
zealous Russian officer who officiously, and, as it appears, falsely, 
declared that “Jews were offensive to Her Majesty.” 

The Czarina, as a daughter of Denmark, and sister of our beloved 


Princess of Wales, could scarcely be other than humane and just ; _ 


and even long residence in Russia would certainly not harden a 
naturally kind and sensitive heart like hers. | 


LATEST INTELLIGENCE FROM THE JEWISH PALE 
OF SETTLEMENT. 


Tue following letter from a distinguished Jew in Russia has just 
been received by one of the leaders of the Jewish community in 
London :— | 


“ Before proceeding to detail some of the cruclties practised 
against us by the Russian Government, it will be well to give you 
the precise terins of the decree that emanated from the Czar himself 
on March 28th last. | | 

To speedily put into regular force the enactments contained 
an Note 3, Section 157, of the laws relating to passports issued in 
1890 hy the terms of which Jewish smiths, distillers, brewers, and 
an general all Jewish artisans, are to be compelled to live tn the Pale 
of Settlement, and to quit their other diwelling-places tn Moscow, 

(2) To authorise the Minister of the Interior, with the assent 
of the local authorities in Moscow, to effect, under the powers. they 
possess, the gradual expulsion of the Jews mentioned above from the 
city and district of Moscove.’ 

“A glance at the history of these stringent laws will suffice to 


show the cruelties we have to endure, and the stolid indifference to . 


our treatment manifested by the supreme authorities. 

“In 1865 Alexander II. initiated the project of conferring on 
the Jews the privilege—which, indeed, was no more than a natural 
right—of settling at will in any part of the interior of Russia. The 
object of this step was eventually to open up the whole of the 
country to the Jews generally; but in order to prevent a sudden 
rush of Jewish immigrants from the Pale, and, moreover, to ensure 
that the first Jews seeking new homes in the interior should be such 
as were in a certain position to secure a livelihood, and not fall as a 
ourden on the districts in which they might settle —from these 
motives only Jewish artisans were at first included in the new 
rights. 

“Rut when the Slavophil doctrine began to flourish, the exten- 
sion of the right to settle everywhere in Russia to all Jews was 
successfully opposed. Nevertheless, the rights of the artisans were 
not rescinded, and hitherto continued to be fully recognised. 

“On March 28th of the present year a law was promulgated to 
prevent any fresh settlements of Jewish artisans in the city and 
government of Moscow. As regards artisans who had dwelt in 
Moscow for many years, the edict enacts that special inquiry must 
be made in every case; that the expulsion must be gradual and must 
receive the authorisation both of the Minister of the Interior and of 
the local Governors. Yet, in defiance of these conditions, Jewish 
artisans have been expelled, against whom no special order for 
expulsion had been issued. 

_ “Just asin the past the Inquisition invented ever new tortures 
with which to afflict its victims, so now the Russians have adopted, 
in regard to the expulsion of the Jews, certain methods which they 
formulate almost as first principles of natural justice; and thus 
make it appear that anyone who acts contrary to these principles is 
guilty of a uortal offence, and is deserving of expuision, | 

‘In the first place, they lay down the following prineiple, which, 
however, they apply only and solely to the case of the Jews. They

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say an artisan is lawfully permitted to carry on his work and follow 
his industry ; but this right applies only so long as the workman is 
actually engayed in his employment. If the artisan undertakes an 
transaction to which the term ‘ business’ or ‘ commerce ’ applies, then 
the artisan becomes a tradesman, and no Jew has the right to tehile 
in the interior of Russia. To give an example. The owner of . 
watch gives it to a Jewish watchmaker to be repaired, and, as an 
adjunct or supplementary consequence of the job the watchmaker 
sells his customer a key or a watch-chain. For this infringement of 
his restricted privileges the Jew is held worthy of expulsion. Imme. 
diately the police hear of the affair the man and his family are 
banished, and forfeit for ever their claim to be allowed to settle jp 
the interior. Nay, more, the police themselves employ secret agents 
who go to the Jewish artisans and tempt them to commit some such 
act as may be interpreted as a formal infringement of the law of 
domicile. These agents will, for example, get the workman to pro. 
vide some buttons for a garment, or a key to fit a lock—some article 
not of his own manufacture ; they then Jay an information before 
the police authorities, and the workman’s fate is speedily settled, 
He is at once expelled to the Pale of Jewish Settlement. 

“Secondly, the police lay down the rule that only such are to be 
considered artisans as are found, at the time of the police Inspec- 
tion, to be actually at work. But a workman is compelled by cir. 
cumstances sometimes to quit his work. He must go out to collect 
his debts, to seek work, to attend to his household affairs, and so on, 
Should a police officer put in an appearance during one of these 
temporary absences, then, though a thousand witnesses can testify to 
the fact that the man is out merely for taking the work to his 
customers, or for some other object connected with his business, the 
police otticer will report that he found the Jew absent from his work, 
and the man will be expelled with his whole family. 

“Thirdly, the new laws of the 8th March, 1891, forbade any fresh 
settlement of Jews in Moscow. The police interpret this to mean 
that if an old resident change his abode, and move from one part ot 
the city to another, he, too, is to be regarded as a new settler and 
therefore must be expelled. | 

“These applications of the laws relating to the Jews are enforced 
not only in Moscow but also in St. Petersburg, though the latter 
place is not included in the law itself. Still, the higher authorities 
connive at this unsanctioned extension of the edict ; they silently 
approve of the various principles mentioned above, by which perse. 
cution seeks to veil itself under the cover of justice, and to make it 
appear that these Jews are law-breakers, and that only those are- 
expelled who offend against the laws of the country. | 

“We will now give some particular instances of the operation 
of these severe methods of procedure :-— 3 

‘* A working tailor, A. B., who had passed all his life in Moscow, 
had learned his trade in that city, and had served in the army for 
five years, married; but a few days after the wedding he was ex- 
pelled from Moscow. The reason was, that the police inspectors 
visited his house, and found him absent from his work-bench. He 
had merely left for a few moments to relieve the necessities of nature, 
yet the police entered his name as one found away from his work. 
Within fourteen hours he had to leave the city, in a destitute 
condition. | 

“M. N., who had right of residence, had adopted his grandson, 
who was deformed, and had no such right, as his father had none. 
This deformed child, who was only five years of age, was ordered to 
leave the city of Moscow, as he had no right of residence. But 
where could they send this afflicted boy? This was no concern of 


the police ; go he must. 


* The Governor of the city gave strict orders to all the hospitals 
in Moscow to abstain from treating any Jewish invalids who might 
present themselves. He openly boasted of this to the Governor- 
General.. Yet the cost of the hospitals is defrayed by the contribu- 
tions of the inhabitants, and the Jews have always had to share in 
the general burden. 

“When the populace of Moscow saw the policy of the authorities, 
they at once ceased to give the Jews any work or even to let them 
lodgings. The distress resulting from this is indescribable. Those 
who have to leave under edict of expulsion have no money to pay 
for their journey to the Pale. A trustworthy friend from Moscow 
tells us how, at the beginning of last month, three men who had been 
expelled from Moscow came to him and begged him for help towards 
the expenses of their journey. They had not money even for a 
night’s lodging. One of them went to the police and begged to be 
allowed to go to the Pale by étape (i.e., to make the journey on foot 
together with the gangs of convicts), He did this in order to escape 
the dangers of the road, and to save himself from death by hunger 
and cold. The second of the three men managed to obtain a few 
days’ respite in order to collect. the sum necessary to accomplish his 
journey. The third, however, had a sick wife who was perilously 
near confinement. The poor woman was struck dumb with anxiety 
and fear; her husband and children wept bitterly ; and, our 10 
formant adds, he too cried with them, and gave them enough t 
procure a lodging over night.

esting to the thoughtful, There is not much to reflect, upon in the 


crusade against the Jews, which is one of the theories that a school- 
boy moralist can treat almost as well as a philosopher. When we 
have said that it is a return to the Middle Ages, and applied a string 
of epithets, we have really exhausted the subject in an ethical point 
of view, though conventionality exacts that this simple idea shall be 
spun out to an indefinite length. But if it be true that the Russian 
Government will take measures to carry into effect the resolutions of 
the Moscow Conference just dispersed, wider questions open. They 
deal not with Jews, who have never been regarded as other than 
aliens by. the people, but with Dissenting Christians, who make a 
large proportion of the inhabitants of Russia—-some say, one-third. 
It is, in fact, a Holy Inguisition which the Conference demands, 
combined with the werst oppressions of the dragonnades. Among 
the resolutions cited is one recommending that the passports of all 
schismatics shall be marked, with the express design that Orthodox 
employers and others may beware: of them. Another, that a monk 
shall preside at the trial of all persons charged with conduct disre- 
spectful to the Established Church. A third, that Nonconformists 


shall not be permitted to buy or rent land. <A fourth, that priests | 


shall be empowered to ‘protect’ all children of unorthodox parents, 
either by securing the imprisonment of the latter or by taking 
possession of the former. It seems impossible that these suggestions 


should be heeded ; but those upon the spot expect the Government 
to take action.” 


The Daily Chronicle, in a telegram from Odessa, says :— 

‘The miserable and cruel policy which Russia is pursuing with 
regard to her Protestant Dissenters will be strengthened and con- 
firmed by the resolutions of the Great Moscow Conference. It will 
be in the recollection of readers of the Datly Chronicle that this 
consisted of 150 delegates from the forty-one episcopates of European 
Russia, and that they were assembled by direction of the Holy 
Synod to consider the alarming growth of Protestant sects among 
the Orthodox, and devise measures for suppressing them. These 
measures are just published in the form of proposals or recommen- 
dations to Government, and may be thus summarised :— 

“That governors of provinces, police-masters, and others in 
authority mark the passports of persons who are known or suspected 
as Protestants, in order that employers of labour and others may be 
enabled to preserve their Orthodox workmen free from contaminating 
influences. They may permit their men to get drunk every day, 


and to lead an immoral life, but they must keep their Orthodoxy 
immaculate. 


“Taking into consideration the fact that the ordinary criminal © 


courts occasionally adopt a merciful or careless view of offences 


against the Orthodox Church, the Conference recommends that at all 


trials of persons accused of perverting or being perverted from the 
Orthodox Church, or of showing disrespect to saints, icons, relics, 
&ec., a member of the clergy should preside. 

“The serious attention of. the Conference was directed to the 
growing wealth of many Protestants, and their acquisition of landed 


property by purchase. It was pointed out that these landed pro- 


prietors exercised much influence over the landless Orthodox in their 


neighbourhood, and a proposal was unanimously adopted that 


immediate steps should be taken by the Government to stop not 
only the purchase, but likewise the renting, of lands by sectaries—a 
plan which has already met with much success in the south-western 
portions of the Empire, where the Stundists have been forbidden b 
the Governor-General of Kieff to possess landed property. | 
“The next point on which the Conference has made a pronounce- 


ment is the influence of the Protestants in their own homes and’ 


family circles, It was shown how children and young people 
were being gradually weaned from Orthodoxy by the example of 
their elders, and the Conference called on the Government to 
empower priests to assume protection of all helpless persons 
exposed to this danger, aud to put into rigorous execution the 
law which punishes parents either by imprisonment or by removing 
their children from their care to be brought up by Orthodox 


guardians. This law is now being largely resorted to, and the 


number of children now being taken from their heterodox parents 
is rapidly increasing. 


“In order still further to curtail the influence of sectaries in 
the villages, the Government officials will prevent their appointment

as elders, writers, justices, policemen, &e., by enacting local laws, 
making all avowed or suspected parties ineligible for such -offices, 

“In conclusion, the Conference recommends that all persons 
found guilty of offences against the saints, icons, clergy, crosses, 
relics, &e., should be punished with the severest penalties of the 
law as an example to others and to terrorise those who purpose 
following similar evil courses. 

‘© As M. Pobiedonostzeff, the Minister of Religion, and M. Sabler, 
his chief subordinate, took part in this Conference, it is quite certain 
that these recommendations have been drawn up at their suggestion, 
and will be at once accepted and put into force by the civil power— 
a linking of the strong arm of the State to the warm heart of the 
Church.” 

- Information from Stavrapol in the Caucasus states that the 
Baptists in that district are now being prosecuted by the aathorities 
on the charge of destroying the images of the saints and mocking at 
the religious observances of the Greek Church, They are also accused 
of calling their Orthodox countrymen “idolaters,” because they bow 
down before the icons (sacred pictures). 


CONVERSION OF .JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


As a result of the expulsion, many Russian Jews allow them 
selves to be converted to the Orthodox Greek Church. 

A resident of Odessa, named Gershun, has an only daughter, an 
actress in the Imperial Theatre in St. Petersburg. The parents, not 
being permitted to remain in the capital for the purpose of visiting 
their daughter, except as members of the Orthodox Church, finally 
decided to become converts. They applied to a priest in Odessa, 
who demanded 200 roubles for his services, but, after some 
bargaining, he consented to baptise them for 100 roubles, which 
they paid him. The following day they received full rights of 
citizenship. | 

A Jewish workman, under order of expulsion from Odessa, asked 
a priest to baptise him. The priest demanded 50 roubles, but the 
unfortunate man, having no money, eventually found a lady to in- 
terest herself in his conversion, which duly took place. The man’s 
wife demanded a divorce, but being threatened with the deprivation 
of her children, she fled with them, pursued by the police. If 
overtaken, the children are to be baptised “‘ by order.” 

Many of these hurriedly made proselytes are unable to carry out. 
the numerous conditions and ceremonies demanded of them; some 


through ignorance, and others on account of conscientious scruples. A. 


number of these converts have made their escape into Austria, and 
the Rev. Dr. Jellinek, of Vienna, has been frequently visited by 
them, as they request to be readmitted to their original religion. 


PERSECUTION OF THE STUNDISTS. 


Sr. Perersspurec, September 9th. 
Ir has already been more than once reported that the Russian 
Government, in co-operation with the Church, was considering the 
means to crush the ever-spreading agglomeration of religious sects, 
and especially the Stundists, with the most rigorous treatment 
possible. <A project for doing this has now been drawn up. It is 
proposed to adopt hard labour and banishment to the remotest parts 
of Siberia as a punishment for enticing Orthodox Russians from the. 
rites and ordinances of the Established Church. Persons suspected 
of being Stundists shall be ineligible for any pést or employment con- 
nected with the village administration and so-called local self-govern- 
ment, and shall not be allowed to employ anybody belonging to the 
Orthodox faith as domestic servants or otherwise. A complete census 
of the Stundist population is to precede the carrying into effect of 
this projected law, and all communities of Stundists shall thereafter 
he subject to police supervision, performed by a special body of 
constables, who will be expected to prevent all Orthodox persons 
from taking part in the Stundist gatherings. Thus the Orthodox 
Government of Holy Russia proposes to introduce a system of 
religious boycotting, and it looks very much like creating a pale of 
residence for the Stundists as well as for the Jews, for it naturally 
follows that if the Orthodox are to be prevented from mixing with 
the Stundists, the latter will not be permitted to foregather and 
associate with the Orthodox.—From the “ Times,” 10th September. 
In addition to what I telegraphed last night on the subject of 
the projected persecution of the Stundists, whereby a kind of religious 
boycotting is sought to be established against this “ pernicious 
sect,” it now appears that the recommendations of certain high 
dignitaries of the dominant Church go even further than this. For 
instance, the Holy Synod has received a proposal from the Orthodox 
Bishop of Uman, according to which the children of Stundists should _ 
be torn away from their parents, baptised in the Orthodox Russian 
faith, and placed under the tutelage of Russian Orthodox clergymen. 
At the same time no schools should be allowed within the communes 
of the Stundists, and specially trained Orthodox priests, with high 
salaries, should be appointed to all parishes containing these 
“pernicious” Nonconformists.—From the T'imes,” 11th September.

A CHRISTIAN CLERGYMAN’S ACCOUNT OF THE 
RUSSIAN JEWISH REFUGEES AT LEITH. 


To the Epiror of Darkest Rvssta, 


Sir,—Mr. Arnold White may endeavour to tone down Russian 
asperity as he pleases ; but those who witness the sorrowful bands 
of exiles week by week, and see the brutality of Russian administra- 
tion focussed before their eyes, must accept the circumstances as 
they exist, in all their naked horrors. | 

“Although there is a sameness 1n the appearance and general 
history of the exiles, yet there is as endless a variety as the cireum- 
stances of families, or the shades of human sorrows. They are of all 
classes. Some of them were only a few days ago in good positions— 
prosperous merchants, manufacturers, jewellers, lawyers, students, 


and tradesmen; others of them are very poor, and their poverty. 


deepened by their summary expulsion. : 

Among late arrivals at Leith was J. B., a locksmith, from 
Novgorod. He was ordered :away at twenty-four hours’ notice. 
He had done some work for the ‘ Pristan,” and on asking payment 
he was ordered to leave the place. He sold all he could, left his 
wife and six children in charge of his relations with a little money ; 
then he made for the frontier, was nearly caught by the sentries, 
yan for his life, and was now on his way to Chicago. 

A. D., a young man, respectably dressed, from Avol, said that 
the Governor of the town advised all Russians not to give any 
work toa Jew. There were only fifty families there, and without 
work they would starve. | 

' R. E, a pleasant-faced young woman, with fair hair and ex- 
pressive blue eyes, was ordered away from Kief at a moment's 
notice. She was a dressmaker, and having no parents she made up 
her mind to go to America, | | 

A respectably-dressed man, a shirt manufacturer, from Yelisavet- 
grad, was robbed and plundered a few weeks ago in the outrage 
perpetrated on the Jews. He gave employment to many families, 
and to-day he is destitute. He was on his way to a brother in 
Philadelphia, meantime leaving his wife and four children with 
friends. | 

A well-built, respectably-dressed young man said he was a clerk 
in the Police Office at Minsk from his youth. When no Jew was to 
get employment at the office, the chief-constable gave him something 
todo at home ; but his Russian colleague clerks reported it to the 
Governor, and he was ordered to leave im twenty-four hours. 

An elderly, respectably-dressed man conducted the music, for 
years, in the Novgorod Theatre, along with his seven sons. He was 
ordered away within thirty days. He sold all he had for what it 
would fetch, and with his youngest son, a lad of seventeen, was on 
his way to America ; the rest are soon to follow. 

An elderly man, a teacher, from Kovno, had his licence taken 
from him by the Pristan because he considered him too old for 
teaching, and the poor man was in his old age to try to pick up a 
livelihood among strangers in America. |. 

The members of the two synagogues here have formed themselves 
into a Relief Committee, and they give a substantial meal to all, and 
clothe those who are in rags, and help the most needy in other gifts. 
They are engaged in very noble work, and do it most efficiently. 

Between the dock and the railway station there is about half a 
mile to walk. After being furnished with what help they need, 
they march together to the station; and a sadder procession could 
not be witnessed, of broken-hearted people compelled, at a despot’s 
orders, to break up home and the associations of life, and to go 
thousands of miles away in the hope of freedom and a poor livelihood 
among strangers. They could have saved themselves all this suffering 
. by entering the Orthodox Greek Church. I always walk in their 

midst, sorry I cannot do more to show my deep sympathy. Many 
of the inhabitants line the path, showing by their silence and respect 
their compassion. Could my countrymen in England and Scotland 
only see what I see week by week, it would rouse their indignation 
against the barbarity shown to these useful and inoffensive people. 
I have been so often among them, and have heard so many tales of 
suffering, that I believe I shall carry the shadow of their sorrows to 
the grave.—I am, &c., : WILLIAM PATERSON.

M. VAMBERY ON THE PERSECUTIONS. 


To the Eprror of Darkest Russia. 


Sir,—Official Russia having appeared to me in the darkest 
colours at a time when people in England found her dazzling in 
brightness, I certainly can only rejoice in the turn of mind of her 
critics, and I am exceedingly glad to see that the unheard-of cruelties 
committed against the poor and inoffensive Jews have at last broken 


the camel’s back of those blinded eulogists, and that the condition of | 


that despotic Government has been laid bare before the world. You 
know, sir, that my horror of the doings of Muscovite antocracy dates 
from a time when eminent men of the State and Church of England 
Were indefatigable in proclaiming the glory of Russian civilisation 
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urbi et orbi, when efforts were being made to bring about an 
alliance between the enlightened Church of England and the Ortho- 
doxy of Russia, and when politicians, just as they are doing now in 
France, were filling the air with their cries of God speed! and good 
wishes to Russian encroachments in Asia. You have no idea how 
deeply I was afilicted, how my heart was bleeding at the sight of 
this mental aberration and of the suicidal policy of a great nation ! 
Still 1 went on with my writings, for my views were based upon 
long study and upon the firm conviction that the veil will and must 
ultimately fall from the eyes of a blinded world. 

Now this time has come, and the poor Jews, who have often 
served the cause of liberty in the Christian West, have again been 
destined by fate to be instrumental in the removal of one of the 
most disastrous illusions of credulous mankind. Their highly 
beneficial work of having unmasked Russian injustice is, of course, 
fraught with the greatest misery and privation for themselves; but 
do not believe that such unprecedented suffering will not avenge 
itself on Russia, and that the Russian people, whose honesty, talents, 


and good intentions I have never doubted, will not have to expiate 


the stupid policy of their rulers. The Jews of Russia, like their co- 
religionists in Germany, Austria, and Hungary, have often been the 
leaven of noble ideas of culture and political liberty. Great scholars, 


_ clever artisans, and enterprising merchants have risen from their 


midst, and the sudden expulsion of millions of these useful members 
of society, will unavoidably leave a large gap in the body of the 
nation, and will be deeply felt by the whole machinery of social, 


commercial, industrial, and literary life. The oft-heard reproach—_ 


Why have the Russian Jews not produced a Heine, Borne, Meyer- 
beer, Lasalle !—is baseless, for there have been many Russian Jews 
who have distinguished themselves in the Russian intellectual move- 
ment, but they have had to embrace the Orthodox faith, or to adopt 
Russian names, thus remaining unknown to the outer world. I 
have known, and |] know, Russian Jews who are greater Chauvi- 
nists In the Muscovite cause, and more fiery Nationalists than many 
of their co-religionists inGermany and in France. I can assure you that 
nothing would have been easier than to amalgamate the Jews with 
the Russian nation, if the authorities had shown greater moderation 
and wisdom, and if the Czar had not been prepossessed by the false 
idea that he must apply force, and resort in the nineteenth century 
to the same means as were used by his predecessors in the Middle 
Ages, when the Muscovite Princes began to convert the neighbouring 
Turks, Tartars, and Finns by fire and sword, for hardly a fifth of 
the Russian people of to-day are of real Slav extraction. 

But of what use recriminations! to what purpose can we dwell 
on the recklessness of Muscovite rule, if there is no remedy in sight, 
and if all our efforts to mitigate the evil are baffled! Yes, we are 
totally impotent in the presence of that gigantic power called the 
Russian Empire. Our protests, in the name of humanity, will be 
laughed at in St. Petersburg, for the Russian official world has long 
ago become self-conceited, and cares very little for the “ Rotten 
West,” as they call us. It is not Russian statesmanship, but 
the indifference and _ shortsightedness of European Cabinets, 
which has enlarged the Empire of the Tsars. Now we have to 
bear the sad consequences of bygone mistakes. We have to be 
armed to the teeth against the threatening danger of Russian 
encroachments, and we have to look patiently at one of the most 
cruel episodes in the history of mankind.—I beg to remain, Sir, 
yours obediently, | A. VamBery.

THE WORK WE ARE DOING. 


THoseE who seek for public sympathy, frequently find themselves the 
objects of public criticism. The small band of Englishmen whose 
self-imposed task is to do all that is possible to avert fresh cruelties 
in Russia, and at the same time to assist those suffering from the 
persecutions which have already been perpetrated, have no reason to 


regret the verdict which their action has met. On the contrary, they _ 


have much cause for satisfaction. Everyone approves their object ; 
the few who find fault criticise only their methods. It has 
been said by some that the Russo Jewish Committee move far too 
slowly ; that while persecutions and evictions are unceasing, and 
thousands of Russian Jews are fleeing from, or being turned out of, 
their fatherland, all that the responsible members of the Jewish com- 
munity in London do, is at most to report and discuss in com- 
mittees and sub-committees, not even helping on their way such 
refugees as manage to reach England. A serious aceusation, if 
true ; but it is not true. : 

In the first place, large numbers of emigrants are assisted on- 
ward—as many as we can and dare send. Still larger numbers 
are being assisted to establish themselves here. Wholesale colonisa- 
tion cannot be attempted. All colonists, even when going 
to a land where their own tongue is spoken, fo engage in ac- 
customed pursuits, must, at their first start, encounter diff- 
culties. To send these nervous, depressed, half-starved artisans to 
till soil as yet uncleared, in a land where language, climate, and mode 
of life are alike strange to them, would be not a kindness but a 
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cruelty, a veritable exchange of the land of bondage for the 
wilderness. To find out what countries, if any, will take them, what 
places may be suitable for them, what preparations must be made 
ere they come, and what equipment they must bring with them, must 
take much time and trouble. The inquiries are being made, and it 
is hoped that ere long an organised system of emigration to new 
points will have been instituted. 

Meantime, what is being done besides? We are promoting the 
cause ; we are endeavouring to enlist as active partisans on our side 
those now hostile or cold to us, to create enthusiasm where there was 
merely sympathy, eager attention where there was indifference. We 
hope not only to be enabled to elicit pecuniary help for the refugees, 
but to weaken or destroy the inhospitable feeling which, in so many 
places, prevails in regard to them. 

But above all we wish to obtain the co-operation of the 
public in our endeavours to kill the evil at its. root; to stop 
the persecutions; to remove from Russia, not the Jews, but 
the anti-Jewish laws. We may get Ministers to make diplomatic 
representations ; but these representations will continue to be ignored, 
unless it be felt that it is national opinion that is speaking through 
the State officials. There is no country that is not useful to Russia ; 
none, therefore, whom we can afford to ignore. To conciliate and 
retain public opinion ; to refute false reports; to disseminate fresh 
news of Russia’s treatment of her Jewish subjects; these are our 
objects, and we shall agitate and continue agitating until we have 
secured freedom for the Russian Jews—we hope, in their own 
country, or, failing that, in exile. : 

None can reproach us for not disseminating information. 
Darkest Russia is sent to members of every Royal Family ; to 
Ministers and ex-Ministers of every important Government, and 
to men of light and leading in the chief legislative bodies; to 
influential clergymen of every denomination; to popular leaders 


of every type and every country ; to representatives of colonies | — 


and dependencies; to men socially powerful, and to societies 
of importance. The press not only of London and the pro- 
vinces receive it, but also the chief papers of every city and 
country in the world, whatever their religious or political views ; 
- and arrangements are made for the translation and circulation of 
its news in countries where English is not spoken. 

Ere long we may behold the fruits of these exertions. We 


trust to see all Europe willing to extend a helping hand to our | 


oppressed brethren; the Australian or American citizen looking 
less harshly on the “alien,” though he be poor; the French- 
man remembering in his new-born love for Russia his older 
and more deeply-rooted affection for the watchwords “liberty 
and equality.” But perhaps it is on England that above all we 
rest our hopes. The voice of this nation is, with us, but it has 
not yet sounded as we would wish to make it ring. Freedom 
of speech and of action are ours; and for men imbued with such 
traditions as those of our countrymen, to know of the Russian 
persecutions is to sympathise with their victims. 

We would therefore urge on our readers to help us, wherever 
possible, in circulating our record of oppression. 


THE PRESS ON THE RUSSO-JEWISH QUESTION. 


Since the publication of our last issue, a vast number of newspapers 
have reached us from all parts of the world, containing Leaders, 
_ Articles, Letters, and Telegrams, on the Russo-Jewish question. 

Their tone is almost universally kind and sympathetic towards the 
Russian Jews, and indignant at the treatment meted out to them by 


the Russian officials, This is especially the case with the American 
and Colonial Press.

The New York World reviews Professor Goldwin Smith’s article, 
“New Light on the Jewish Question,” under the heading of 


‘Darkness on the Jewish Question.” In another issue it 
Says :— : 


“The policy of persecution which the Russian Government has 
adopted towards its Jewish subjects is engaging the attention of the 
civilised world. Whatever the motives which have prompted it 
there can be no doubt about the relentless barbarity with which it is 
being carried out. Proofs of this are accumulating every day, and it 


is plainly seen that the persecution is nothing short of persecuti 
to the death.”

The Zribune (New York), in a review of ‘ Russia’s Religious 
| Laws,” and under the heading of “ A Reign of Intolerance 
Worthy of the Dark Ages,” states :— 


“This Jew-baiting is a purely religious persecution. The Czar 
so regards it, and so do his Ministers and all Russian officials, The 
talk about the Jews being obnoxious for social or industrial reasons 
is nonsense, and when put forward by the Russian press is intended 
merely to bamboozle the gullible. The Jews ure hated simply 
because they are not and will not become members of the Greek 
Church.” 

Public Opinion (New York) says :— 

“When any Government owning the force of international 
obligation undertakes to reduce several millions of its subjects to a 
choice between starvation and flight, the countries likely to become 
the asylum of multitudes of men, women, and children reduced to 
the condition of hunted beasts, have not only the right but the duty 
of vigorous protest. Owing rather to ignorance of the precise 
character of Russian policy in this matter than to indifference to it, 
the people of the United States have so far failed to express the 


sentiments which it naturally evokes. The American press may, | 


we think, be trusted to do its entire duty in the premises,” 


The Chronicle (San Francisco), in an article headed “ Russian 
Cruelty,” says :-— 


“The Jews are hated simply because they are not and will not 
become members of the Greek Church, and everyone else who _per- 
sists in remaining outside the pale of Orthodoxy is hated just the 
same. In proof of this, one has only to observe the persecution that 


is being directed against the Stundists, Old Believers, Lutherans, 


and others. In the eyes of this fanatical and bigoted Government 
all Protestants and Roman Catholics are accursed heretics, whom it 
is the duty of the Orthodox believers to persecute, despoil, and 
destroy.” 


The Liverpool Courier says :— 


‘There can be no doubt that the case against Russia and in favour 
of the Jews has been proved up to the hilt, and it is a disgrace to the 
names of humanity and Christianity that, because this Power is of 
colossal proportions, her barbarity should be meekly tolerated by all 
the nations that call themselves civilised. Those, however, who 
sympathise with the grand doctrine of individual liberty, and those 
who wish well to the dynasty of the Czar, must alike deplore to see 
that monarch dragged at the heels of a tyranny which, so long as 
human nature is true tq its attributes even in the least enlightened 
land, can only be working out its own destruction.” 


The Yorkshire Herald says :— 


“When President Harrison recently appealed to the Russian 
Government to show mercy to the Jews, it was thought that reason 
at last had penetrated -the Cabinet of the Czar. It was supposed 
that the old policy of Russianising the alien race would once more 
be adopted. These hopes, however, have been grievously disap- 
pointed. It seems almost incredible that, in the present state of our 
civilisation, one of the Great Powers of Europe should persecute a 
large section of its subjects because of their religious belief. Yet 


the fact is so, and it is for other Powers, without interference which 
would prove offensive, to bring such pressure to bear upon Russian 
authority as is likely to produce a better state of things.” 


The Yorkshire Daily Post says :— | 
‘The Czar has brought himself to believe that his true defence 


against the wicked machinations of Nihilists and others lies in entire 


devotion to the Orthodox Church. He has accordingly espoused 
the cause of intolerance, whether towards Jews or. Christians, as a 
religious duty necessary to his own personal security and peace.’ 


The Freeman's Journal says :— 
“There is little likelihood that the vigour of the present policy 


will be lessened, or that the feelings of the civilised world will no 
more be outraged by a repetition of the terrible episodes that have

SERVICES FOR WOMEN. 


Our readers will remember a correspondence which was initiated in our 
columns last January by the Rev. S. Sincer on the necessity of making 
special provision for the spiritual requirements of Jewish young women of 
the working-class. As the result of that correspondence arrangements have 
been made, with the sanction of the Cu1zr Rass, for holding Services for 
Women at the East End at an early date after the ensuing holydays. It is 
gratifying to find that the Carzr Rassi has so speedily marked his assump- 
tion of the ecclesiastical office by lending his approval to measures calculated 
to deepen the religious life of the community. The proposed Services for 
Women do not stand alone. A new departure is about to be taken at the 
Great Synagogue, where services especially adapted for the young are to be held 
inthe Hall on the approaching New Year Festival and on the Day of Atone- 
ment. These Services will be a first step towards the-full realisation of a project. 
which we suggested some time back. On the great Festivals children who 
attend synagogue are not in an enviable position. They have to put up 
with insufficient seating accommodation and to sit out, moreover, what must 
be for them inordinately long Services. There is very little edification to 
counter-balance their physical discomfort, and the most solemn occasions in 


the year leave behind no memories in their case save recollections of much 
weariness, 


Services for Women, however, are as great a necessity as Services for 
Children, and the community are indebted to the Rev. S. Sixcer for having 
called attention to the want, and to our other correspondents who so earnestly 
‘Supported him. One only doubt we have, and that is whether the holding 

of Services for Women exclusively may not seem to savour of that narrow 
medizvalism, from which we are all anxious to rescue Judaism in these days. 
Tomake special provision for public worship for females alone may be con- 
strued as a practical approbation of the old-fashioned notion that women 
have distinct and even. smaller spiritual needs as compared with men. The 
whole tendency of Jewish thought in these times is antagonistic 
tothis notion ; and every effort should be made to avoid the mere appear- 
ance of giving it countenance. It would have been better, from this point 
of view, if the projected Services could have been made available for both 
sexes. Nevertheless, we clearly perceive the possibility of a mixed congre- 
gation giving rise to difficulties. The worshippers whom, it is hoped, these 
ervices will attract, will be drawn from the working-class, and the impres- 
“veness of the proceedings must not be jeopardised by experiments, however 
Justifiable theoretically. The great point to be aimed at is to bring 
to bear spiritualising influences upon the Jewish, young women of the 
ast End, for whose religious needs little or nothing has been done hitherto. 
Without doubt a special effort of the same kind is needed for the benefit of 
the young men of the East End also ; but whether the two objects can 
safely be aimed at by one and the same Service is a question which may 
be dealt with later on. 


For the moment there is abundant cause for satisfaction that these 


"eviews for Women will be held, The need of such on expedient is | 
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clear and pressing. Our working folk, of the older generation, are certainly 
not lacking in the elements of the religious life. n this respect they will 
compare favourably with the same class among other denominations. 
Judaism is essentially a work-a-day religion, and it never relaxes its hold 
upon the Israelite, no matter how commonplace may be the acts in which he 
engages. The East End Jew may be accused of formalism, but his loyalty 
to ceremonial Judaism is worthy of a better name. There may be some. 
thing mechanical about it, but, in spite of that, it constitutes generally an 
elevating force. The observant Jew may miss much of the deep spiritual 
significance of the rites he performs, but their mere performance is a link 
that binds him to higher things, a curb upon his baser self. It is other- 
wise with the younger generation. They are passing through a transitory 
stage, one in which they have become intellectually alienated from the 
religious ideas of their elders, without having replaced them by other con- 
ceptions. In not a few cases their attitude assumes an aggressive form, and 
after being merely irreligious they become anti-religious. Unable, for 
example, to sympathise with their parents’ mode of observing the Sabbath, 


they first hold aloof from that observance, then turn the day into one of — 


inappropriate amusement and even of work, and then finally justify the 
desecration. In the case of young women the danger of allowing such a 
state of things to exist is especially great. The mothers of the future, with 
the religious destinies of the coming generation, humanly speaking, in their 
hands, they ought to count on additional attention to their religious require- 
ments. But the very contrary is the case. At home, and to some extent 
at school, the religious training of girls is treated as of inferior importance 
to that of the other sex. Their attendance at public worship is regarded by 
their parents as unnecessary. Spiritually, they are as iil-equipped as pos- 
sible for the responsibilites of motherhood. To expect them to exercise a 
salutary influence upon the charaeters of their children in the coming years 
would be to expect a miracle. And yet we are all agreed that the future of 
the community must be largely determined by the moral and religious, as 
well as the social status of the working classes. | 

It was high time that an energetic effort was made to re-establish the 
old contact between the working girl and Judaism, Nor is the advocacy of 
such a step to be turned aside by references to its necessity in the case of the 
well-to-do. If there is spiritual destitution ‘in higher circles, let ig 
be attended to ; but itcannot be pleaded as a bar to the attempt to remedy 
the religious poverty of our humbler classes. In truth, the latter is by far the 
more crying evil. The ladies’ galleries are beginning to be the better filled 
parts of the West End synagogues ; whereas the places of worship at the East 
End, whether they be established synagogues or the meeting-places of the 
Chevroth, are virtually attended by men only. The East End woman, then, 
particularly stand in need of our good offices. But then ordinary means 
obviously do not suffice to draw her to the synagogue. A special effort 
must be made to bring her within the ennobling influences of public worship _ 
A Service must be contrived which will attract her—by piquing her curiosity, 
it may be, at first, but by interesting her afterwards. It must be *‘ cheerful, 
intelligible, soul-stirring and short ”—a Service that will turn the mere 


‘spectators into worshippers, and compel their regular presence by awakening 


their love. If, as we may believe, the proposed Services are to be of this 
character, they will certainly have the elements of stability, and be destined 
to exercise an important influence on the religious progress of the Jewish 
working-classes. 


SERVICES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


At a meeting of the Board of Management of the Great Synagogue held on 
Monday, Mr. A. Rosenfeld, Warden, in the chair, arrangements were definitely made 
for holding services for the children of the members of the Great Synagogue—boys 
and girls—in the large Hall attached to the synagogue. Messrs. Ralph 
Lewis Simmonds and I. Weber undertook to superintend the services. The neces- 
sary appurtenances have been lent by Mr. Assur Keyser (they formerly belonged 
to his father, Mr. .M.8S. Keyser); Mesers. B. Cohen and Sons have presented a 
white curtain for the Ark. The Chief Rabbi has notified his intention to deliver an | 
address to the children on the Day of Atonement. 


CorFru EsrocimM.—We are asked to state that there is no foundation for the 
statement that the Esrogim (citrons) of Corfu have been prohibited by the Chief 
Rabbi and Beth Din. A manifesto in favour of the use of these Esrogim has been 
iasued by the Jerusalem Rabbis. | 

AGED NEEDY SuctetTy.—The Committee have issued a Report, the usual three 
years having elapsed since the publication of the last report. The Committee point 
out that although declaring vacancies twice a year, they only admit new candidates 
once a year, giving admitted candidates a less severe canvass for their second contest. 
The Committee also avail themselves frequently of Law 27, by adding to the list of 
pensioners the one unsuccessful candidate whose name has been longest on the list. 
There are now 87 pensioners in the charity, each receiving 5s. a week, and in the 
event of the death of a male pensioner over 60 years of age, the pension is continued 
to the widow for her life, unless her case be unsuitable. The annual subscriptions 
for some years have shown a decline, and have also decreased for the year 1390, the 
subscriptions in that year having been only £682 as against £869 for 1889. 

TEMPORARY SYNAGOGUE AT POPLAR.—The Committee of the Proposed Syna- 
zogue and Hebrew Schools have taken premises at 1,Stainsby Road, East India 

oad, asa temporary place of worship. The house is centrally situated for the 
Poplar, Limehouse, Canning Town and Millwall districts, Services will be held 
during the ensuing Holidays. Religion Clayses’ will also be held qs sogn as the 
neceesary arrangements are completed. 
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The Chief Rabbi preached at tho Hambro Synagogue on Saturday last 
Taking as his text Amos iv. 12, “ Prepare to meet thy God, O Israel,” he spoke of 
the approaching festivals as preparations for eternity. Having touched on the 
essentials of divine service and the attitude of body and mind with which 
it should be performed, he referred in earnest words to the future of the Hambro 
Synagogue. He bade his hearers remember that if they were desirous of preserving 
their venerable structure on the spot on which it stood, they must be assiduous in 
their attendance at the public service, and they must labour for its maintenance 
with whole-hearted energy and devotion. There was however no sanctity in the 
locality which the building at present occupied. If it was found that the struc- 
ture was not conveniently situated for the members, there was no religious objec- 
tion to its being removed further East where there was so dense a Jewish population 
and a lack of provision for their spiritual needs. He hoped, however, that to which- 
ever locality that place of worship would be transferred, the name of Hambro Syna- 
gogue would be preserved, and with it the hallowed associations and pious memories 
which clustered around that shrine, 

At the conclusion of the service, Dr. Adler was entertained to breakfast by the 
Board of Management. The visitors included the Rev. B. Spiers, Dayan, Dr, Hil- 
dersheimer (of Berlin), Mr. Rosenberg (New York), the Rev. Mr. Rosengard, the 
newly elected Minister of Merthyr Tydvil, Mr. Edward Magnus, and others. 

Grace after Meals having been said by the Chief Rabbi, Mr. Lyon J. SALo- 
MONS, on behalf of the members. said he could but inadequately convey to the Chief 
Rabbi the gratification that had been afforded them by the eloquent discourse he 
had delivered on this his first official visit since his election to the Rabbinate. Dr. 
Adler doubtless recollected when the Hambro Synagogue counted amongst its seat- 
holders many of the most influential membersof the community. Through various 
causes such unfortunately was not now the case. Even this year death had re- 
moved their presiding Warden, Mr. Sigismund Jacobs, who for fifteen years had 


- most earnestly laboured in the interests of the Congregation. The Board of Man- 


agement had given their serious consideration to the position of affairs, and it was 
their intention to canvass the neigbourhood of Whitechapel and the surrounding 
districts to try if they could attract a larger body of members toa new building 
in that locality whilst retaining the name and ancient associations of the Hambro 
Synagogue. 

‘The Cuter RABBI, in returning thanks, said that he would at all times be 
pleased to visit the Hambro Synagogue, He exhorted his hearers regularly to 
attend their place of worship, and if they believed that by transferring the building 
further East they could obtain more congregants, he promised his assistance in 
preserving the ancient traditions of the Hambro Synagogue. During the past week 
he had experienced much pleasure in receiving through the medium of Mr. Alfred 
Louis Cohen, a handsome gift for the purpose of equipping a City residence, and it 
was the more gratifying as he noticed ameng the subscribers many names of those 
who were not under his pastoral charge. He would always be pleased to receive 
those of his flock residing in the East End, and, on behalf of Mrs, Adler, he extended 
the invitation to their wives. Dr. Adler concluded by proposing the healths of the 
visitors from abroad, Dr. Hildersheimer and Mr. Rosenberg, both those gentlemen 
being ona philanthropic misaion to this country in connection with the Chovevi 
Zion Society. 


Dr. Hildersheimer and Mr. Rosenberg responded, the latter referring to the 
objects of the Chovevi Zion Association. :

The CHAIRMAN informed the Board that Mr. Redgrave, C.B., Her Majesty's 
Chief Inspector of Factories, was about to retire after many years’ services, and it 
waa resolved to thank Mr. Redgrave for the consideration he had invariably shown 


_ to the Board and for the warm manner in which he had supported Jewish 


interests. 

A letter, calling attention to the dilapidated condition of the disused syna- 
gogue at Falmouth, was referred to the Chief Rabbi. 

Letters were read from the Foreign Office, covering a despatch from Sir E. 
Monson, British Minister at Athens, with reference to the recent troubles, and from 
Mr, Reade, the Consul at Corfu, conveying his acknowledgment to the Board and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association for their joint expression of thanks for his humane 
services to the Jews, Both gentlemen referred to the great moral advantage which 
was exercised by the presence at Corfu of a portion of the British Mediterranean 
Squadron under the command of Sir Anthony Hoskins, and expressed themselves 


in high terms-with respect to the character of the Jews. 


Mr, LEwIs EMANUEL, the Solicitor and Secretary, reported that imme- 
diately on the appearance in the newspapers of Mr. Montagu Williams’s attack on 
the Jews from the Bench, he had written and subsequently telegraphed to Mr.

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OUR BERLIN LETTER. 


| FBOM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BERLIN, Sepr, 20, 1891. 
The new synagogue in the Linden Strasse will be consecrated next Sun 
September 27th, and the Jews of Berlin hail the event with great Batisfaction 
They have every right to do so, for the newly-erected synagogue is an imposing and 
beautiful edifice, in which many of our coreligionists in the 8.S.W. and W, of erlin 
will raise their voices in prayer to God. The position of the Synagogue is yer 
good, being near to the Leipziger Strasse, the centre of busy life, and just in tha 
part of Berlin where until now no synagogue existed, and where very many Jews. 
reside. It is a matter of regret that the new synagogue does not stand if its own 
grounds, but is wedged in, as it were, by houses, otherwise the building would }, 
seen to greater advantage. There is a kind of projecting house towards the street 
on the ground floor, containing lodgings for the synagogue officials: in the other 
stories, halls and rooms for the purpose of holding religious classes and for Coungi) 
meetings. The synagogue stands in the courtyard, and is reached by entering 4 
large middle portal, extending to two stories, the men enter throngh the three 


day, 


entrances, whilst the seats for the women in the gallery are gained by lestaies 


wide stairs in the two side wings. The arched outer synagogue is reached first, aboyg 
which there are two rows of seate, whilst each side has only one row. The centr 
aisle of irregular octagonal construction is square, and is lighted partly by light 
from the side, partly by a round zenith-light, six metres in diameter. Eight pillar; 
of red sandstone are on the eight corners and support arvhes ; the large dome form: 
a vault, richly ornamented with gold. The long side towards the east js 
taken up by the holy ark of white sandstone. The reading desk for the ministey 
is nearly on a level with the ground, somewhat higher is the pulpit, behind which'the 
Almemar is visible, artistically builtin white sandstone. The large organ is above 
theark. The seats are of carved oak wood, and there is room for 900 men and ‘i\) 
women. The entire building is in due proportion, and makes an excellent impres. 
sion, the Romanesque style is strictly adhered to in every part, only a few of the orna. 
ments being Moorish. The beautiful front of the synagogue is of red brick, auj 
above the three entrances are three tablets with the Ten Commandments in Hebrew 
letters. Great value has been set upon the colours harmonising well, and the deep 
red sandstone blending with the glittering gold, produces a most charming effect 
In contrast to the darker tone of the space below, the arched roof looks bright 
and airy, acd the entire impression is beautiful, holy, and harmonious. The 
builders of the synagogue, the celebrated architects, Messrs. Cremer and Wolffen. 
stein, have most splendidly carried out the task entrusted to them, and they worked 
so hard, that the building commenced in March 1890 can already be used for divine 
worship for the approaching holidays. The cards of admission are already all 
taken, and were not sufficient for the great demand, a further proof that the Syna- 
gogue fills a long felt want, which is only now partly satisfied. 

We have now eight synagogues in Berlin, and it is 177 years since the erection 
of the first and oldest in the Heidereutergasse. In 1671 the Jews were allowed to 
live in Prusssia and Berlin, but obliged to pray in their own dwellings. In 1697 
the Elector Frederick III., afterwards the first King of Prussia, allowed the Jews 
to build a synagogue for public divine worship. From 1859-1866 the New Syna. 
gogue in the Oranienburger Strasse, was built, which is the finest synagogue in 
Berlin, and next to it in point of beauty is the newly erected synagogue in the 
Linden Strasse. 

It is interesting to note the mortality amongst the Jews, according to the 
latest statistical returns. There died to every 1,000 living persons, on an average. 
23°8 Protestants. 

25°0 Catholics. 
159 Jews. | 

The remarkable low percentage of mortality amongst the Jews is certainly due 
to their moderation in drinking and to the observance of the strict dietary laws. 

During the stay of the Emperor in Munich our coreligionist Director Levi was 
especially singled out by His Majesty after the representation of the opera 
“ Cavalleria Rusticana ” in the Royal Opera House at Munich. The Emperor asked: 
“Kann ich Levi sprechen? Ich méchte ihn persénlich fiir die mir bereiteten 
Geniisse danken.” (“ Can I speak to Levi? I should like to thank him personally for 
the enjoyment I have had.’’) The Emperor conversed some length of time with 
General Musik Director Levi who had been summoned to the Royal Box, and con. 


gratulated him on the performance of his ‘‘ unvergleichlichen ” (“ unrivalled ") 
orchestra, solo singers, and chorus. 


CHOVEVI ZION AssocIATION.—A meeting of the several tents of this Asso-

Unlike other analogous institution’ 
the Widows’ Benevolent Society is able to make allowances of five shillings me

The Minister of the Interior has completed a project of law, according to which 
‘ndividuals of foreign nationality under a decree of expulsion will, if their own 
sountty refuses to receive them, be deported to Tobolsk, without any form of trial.

A number of destitute Russian Jews have arrived at St. John, New Brunswick ; 


but the Government has refused to shelter them, After being driven out of Ruasia, 
they went to Buenos Ayres, and started on foot through the forests for British 
Guiana, enduring terrible sufferings on the journey. One of the party was drowned. 
They thought they would have been permitted to remain in the British Colony, but 
they were shipped to Barbadoes, and thence to Canada, where they arrived in a 
deplorable condition.— Standard, 


According to the Saale Zeitung, the German Chancellor, General von Caprivi, 
has, at the request of Baron Bleichroder, instructed the German Minister in Brazil 
to make representations to the Government of that country with the view of facili- 
tating the immigration of Jews. | im 

Sixty more Russian Jews, emigrating from Odessa to America, arrived on 
Thursday week in Vienna. Only twenty-nine of the number could find lodgings so 
the rest were taken to prison as vagabonds, and passed the night there. On Friday 
last they were looked after by the Vienna Jewish Alliance. :

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AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


During his stay at Bistritz (Transylvania) for the autumn mancuvres, the 
Emperor-King received a deputation from the Jewish congregation. The Rabbi 
offered up in the Hungarian language an impressive prayer, at the conclusion of 
which the Emperor twice said “‘ Amen! ” and cordially shook hands with the Rabbi. 
To the more formal address read by the President of the congregation, the Emperor- 
King replied that he thankfully accepted its homage, that he was fully aware of 
the traditional loyalty and devotion of the Jews, and that he repeated previous 
assurances of his Royal protection. At Gellenfalu, his Majesty alighted at the 
house of a Jew, Herr Jellinek, where he was received by the Archdukes Albrecht, 
Frederick and Joseph Augustus. 


The Neue Wiener Tagblatt declares that the credit for having first conceived 
and expressed the idea of the transmission of electric force belongs to a Jew, Josef 
Popper, of Vienna. This statement is borne out by a paper, which Herr Popper 
submitted in 1862 to the Academy of Science in Vienna. 

Herr Isidor Oppenheim, manufacturer of liqueurs at Benisch (Austrian Silesia) 
who had been missing from home for several days, was found murdered in the 
forest of Siltendorf. It is surmised that the murder was committed by labourers 
employed on the construction of a railway which is to pasa through the forest. 

| , HOLLAND. 

Within the last few days two Jewish Professors have been installed as Rector 
Magnificus at the Universities of Amsterdam and Groningen respectively. They 
are Professor Dr, B. J. Stokvis at the former, and Professor Dr. B. Simons at the 
last-named University. 

GERMANY. 


An unwonted sight was presented to the Emperor William at a review held by 
him during his visit to Munich. Oneof the companies of the 12th Infantry Regi- 
ment which marched past his Majesty was headed by aJewish Captain, In Prussia, 


‘as is well known, there is no Jewish officer in active service. 


ITALY. 


The Vessi/lo Israelitico publishes a lengthy list of decorations conterred by 
the King of Italy on representative Jews. Among them are Signor Marco Besso, 
Member of the Council of Industry and Commerce, appointed Commander, Pro- 
fessor Alessandro D’Ancona and Professor Elia Lattes, appointed Officers, and Counts 
Isaac de Camondo and Moise de Camondo of Paris, and Signor Giacomo Arbib, De- 
partmental Chief at the Ministry of War, appointed Knights of the Order of St. 
Mauritius and Lazarus. The appointments to the Order of the Crown of Italy 
include Signor Salomon Allatini, President of the Italian Benevolent Society in 
Marseilles, as Commander, Signor Jacob De Benedetti, Departmental Chief at the 
Ministry of Public Works, Professor Camillo Montalcini, Secretary of the Chamber 
of Deputies, Professor Salvatore Pincherle, Professor Albert Del Vechio, and 
Baron Dr. Castelnuovo as Knights. 

Another tribute to the ability of Signor Luzzatti, the Minister to the Treasury, 
is paid in the Rerue des Deux Mondes, in an article headed “ Five Months of 
Italian Politics, February-June, 1891.” Describing the several members of the 
Cabinet, the writer of the article, Signor Giacometti, says: “ Signor Luzzatti, an 
economist, a philosopher, a friend of peace, a friend of France, where whoever lives 
and labours in the world of ileas has inscribed him among the number of his friends. 
With such a man at the head of the most important Ministerial Department in the 
financial condition in which Italy is situated, there is no reason to apprehend a devia- 
tion from the policy of the new Cabinet.” Elsewhere Signor Giacometti refers to 
the ingenuity displayed by Signor Luzzatti in some of his financial measures. 


SOUTH AFRICA, 

A meeting was held on the 23rd ult. at the Synagogue, Durban, for the purpose 
of forming a Branch of the Chovevi Zion Society. After an address by Mr. P. 
Watski, it was decided to adopt the rules and regulations of the parent body in 
London, and to write to Lient.-Col. Goldsmid asking that the new organisation be 
admitted as a Colonial Branch. The following were unanimously elected honorary 
officers for the ensuing year: Mr. P. Watski, Chairman; Mr. Sidney Sprinz, 
Treasurer and Secretary ; the Rev. Mr. Pickus, Messrs. J. B. Cinamon, A. Simons 
and S. Sonnenfeld, Committee. ee 

The annual general meeting of the Pretoria (Transvaal) Hebrew Congregation 


was held on the 16th ult., Mr. T. Rosenstein, President, in the chair. The report, » 


as read by Mr. M. Silverman, Hon. Secretary, stated that great progress had been 
made in connection with the improvement of the burial ground and that the 
income had been fair during the year. The following were elected honorary 
officers for the ensuing year : Mr. T. Rosenstein, President ; Mr. B. Danziger, Vice- 
President ; Dr. Schlesinger, Treasurer ; Mr. M. Silverman, Hon, Secretary ; Messrs. 
Kisch, Lappin, Wallach, De Jongh and S. Jacobs, Committee. A special fund was 
started for the purchase of scrolls of the law, for which a sum of £30 was imme- 
diately subscribed among the members present. 

A correspondent writes to us from Pretoria: Although the Transvaal is nomin- 
ally a Republic, the present Constitution forbids any but Protestants holding 
official positions under Government. In conjunction with the Roman Catholics, 
the Jewish Community has several times memorialised the Volksraad to remove 
this religious disability, bat the question was again shelved in the last session, 
and we are no nearer the fulfilment of our desires than formerly. Quite recently 
we approached the Chief Pastor of the Dutch Reformed Church on the subject, and 
he expressed to us his opinion that we Jews would have had a better chance of suc- 
ceeding had we applied alone instead of jointly with:the Roman Catholics. He 
advised us to wait another two years and then to petition the Volksraad once more, 
but this time by ourselves. We shall continue to agitate for our full privileges and 
hope eventually to succeed in obtaining citizenship. 

For some time there has been in existence at Pretoria a Ladies’ Benevolent 
Society, which includes among its workers two Jewish ladies, Mrs. Kisch and Mrs. 
T. Rosenstein. As there are no Jewish applicants for assistance, the two ladies just 
named are doing their best, by their zeglous and disinterested labours, to cement 
good feeling between the Jewish and the Christian Communities. © 


SWEDEN. 


By the iniative munificence of two citizens, Messrs. Lundgren and Magnus 
a scheme was started in Githeborg (Sweden) by which a free University has been 
established. In 1878 these two gentlemen subscribed 600,000 Kronen towards the 
foundation of a High School. In 1885 a wealthy brewer augmented this sum to 
half a million Kronen, and when in Nuvember 18387 the total subscription had 
reached 1,7500,000 Kronen, the Municipal Council resolved to form a University, 
for which the services of many learned professors of Upsala and Lund have been 
engaged, Not a single penny has been added by way of State subsidy.
